2) Claims 3-4, 13-51 are cancelled. (See interview summary 1 1/04/2008 and 
applicant's remark filed 9/24/2008). 

3) Claims 1-2, 5-12 are elected and allowed. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Independent claim 1 is directed to an employee selection method, comprising 
electronically collecting pre-hire and post-hire information, building a predictive model 
with information-theoretic feature selection, deploying and fine tuning the model. 

The best prior arts found are 

1) Kirby et al ("An Analysis of Applying Artificial Neural Networks for Employee 
Selection," AMCIS 1998). 

2) Decision Point Data ("1999 StoreWorks! Conference and Exhibition" May 99). 

3) Scarborough et al ("Information-Theoretic Feature Selection for a Neural 
Behavioral Model," 2001). 

4) Koller et al ("Toward optimal feature selection" 1996). 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Kirby teaches the idea of building a Neural Network for employee selection. 
Decision Point Data teaches electronically collecting applicant information. The 
combinations of Kirby and Decision Point Data teach the basic idea of building a 
predictive model for employee selection. However, the combination fails to teach 
information-theoretic feature selection. 

Scarborough et al, teaches the missing pieces. However, it is applicant's own 
work and thus not by another (See CFR 1 .132 submitted on 9/30/2008). 

Koller et al also teaches information theoretic feature selection. However, it is a 
generic framework. 
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While feature selection is well known in the art, information theoretic feature 
selection (as defined in claim 1 and spec PgPub US2002/0042786A1 [0257]-[[0304]) is 
not that common. A google scholar (NPL) search of "information-theoretic feature 
selection" only results in a few hits. However, none of them alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. 

Independent claim 2, a computer readable medium claim of claim 1 , is allowed 
for the same reason.
